Cindy Korber was bom 
and raised in Sierra Madre, 
attending Sierra Mesa 
School, then Pasadena 
High School and Pasadena 
City College. Through fre¬ 
quent visits to Cindy’s 
hometown, Paul was 
known to many Sierra 
Madre residents. He is sur¬ 
vived by a nine year old 
son, Barrett, and a great 
aunt, as well as his parents. 

“He’s being really 
strong,’’ said Sierra Madre 
Assistant Librarian Alice 
Stomie of her grandson. “He just went through this a few 
years ago with his mother’s death, and now this. We’re 
stressing the point that his father died as a hero. He was 
a good dad.” 

A hero is exactly what Paul Korber was. Karen Van

Davidson said that the City is treating the sec¬ 
ond fax as anticipated or existing litigation. “It will 
be addressed in closed session Tuesday night. It is 
unfortunate. We had a terrific group of volunteers 
working on the mailing.” 

Councilmember Bart Doyle agreed with David¬ 
son about the ramifications about the second fac¬ 
simile.

Since last week’s Part I of this story detailing an on¬ 
going history of vandalism against canyon residents’ au¬ 
tomobiles, affected residents have called to point out that 
they do not live in the upper canyon; rather, they live in 
the upper part of the lower canyon. 

One of the main problems with solving a crime such 
as repeated vandalism against vehicles is that the mo¬ 
tive is not immediately apparent. Sierra Madre Police 
Chief King F. Davis, Jr. points out that when it comes 
to puncturing tires, almost everyone has means and op¬ 
portunity, and the motive is hidden. “Why would an in¬ 
dividual be doing this? We could probably come up with 
a few obvious ones in a matter of seconds. Revenge? 
Anger? It’s very difficult to say,” said Davis. Though 
on the job in Sierra Madre for just under three months, 
Davis is aware of the problems in the canyon, and in¬ 
tends to take action to put them to a halt. 

One resident wonders if somehow the attacks are 
linked to construction projects. The roofing nails that 
have punctured tires are construction materials, and she

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To those individuals 
who have cared for and 
maintained their trees, I 
thank you. However, you 
are not the ones I am wor¬ 
ried about. Houses and 
properties in California 
change hands on average 
every three years. Our 
lives and our to^^ live in 
a state of flux. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the general home 
owner is largely ignorant 
of the horticultural re¬ 
quirements of our native 
species of trees. Protecting 
our native, landmark, and 
specimen trees is the issue 
at hand. 

Our native trees form a 
small core group indige¬ 
nous to our area. This or¬ 
dinance does not regulate 
anything in regards to the 
average home owners 
trees. Only seven varieties 
of native trees are protect¬ 
ed. There is also a provi¬ 
sion for a review board. 
What is unfair about this! 
It seems reasonable to me. 
Especially since, we the 
people of Sierra Madder, 
take such pride in our 
trees. No matter how many 
times the property sells, 
regardless of religious or 
economical persuasions of 
the property’s owner, we 
need to protect our greatest 
natural resource. When we 
do this, we will have acted 
morally responsible. 

We all know, Mother 
Nature is the greatest arbi¬ 
ter of the life cycle of trees. 
In the last three years, 
within a 200 by 200 square 
foot are of my house, four 
300-400 year old oaks 
have fallen. One large Cal¬ 
ifornia Bay Laurel, three 
smaller Oaks. The loss of 
these ancient trees is dev¬ 
astating. What jWa^^ once 
cool shade is now hot, dry 
and dead. Life has changed 
greatly in those 200 by 200 
square foot area. Is this an 
isolated incident or a rep¬ 
resentation of what is go¬ 
ing on in town or maybe 
just in the canyon? I do 
know that the once dense 
canopy in the canyon is 
nothing but a memory. In 
22 years of living here, the 
canyon has lost 25-35% of 
it’s canopy. With the 
greatest loss in the Oaks. 
This is a significant per¬ 
cent to go and should give 
everyone pause. 

What about in another 
20 years? The echo-sys¬ 
tem of the canyon as well 
as all of the homes will be 
terribly impacted. Our na¬ 
tive Oaks and Sycamores 
stabilize our properties and 
our canyon walls. Non-na¬ 
tive species which always 
seem to replace a fallen 
native, are far more com¬ 
bustible, less adaptable 
and have a shorter life span 
than do our natives. In 
such a high fire zone and 
flood channel, a logical 
and reasonable conclusion 
would be to place a high 
priority on the protection 
of the remainder of our 
native oaks and sycamores 
to insure the very survival 
of the canyon and Sierra 
Madre. 

At one of the general 
plan meetings, everyone 
was asked to list the pros 
and cons of living in the 
canyon, the #1 pro re¬ 
sponse was “our trees” and 
yes many, many citizens of 
our city have done a won¬ 
derful job on their trees. I 
say a silent thank you as I 
drive by. My entire life has 
been spent in the care and 
cultivation of plant life. As 
a nursery woman I was 
daily confronted with the 
overwhelming ignorance

Time and time again I was 
asked about growing Im- 
patients around the base of 
the Oaks. Not once or 
twice but hundreds of 
times. It got to the point I’d 
start asking questions any¬ 
time anyone wanted to buy 
these flowers. I would then 
go into a dissertation on 
the care of the Oaks. I was 
always thanked and 
whether I made a sale or 
not, my boss knew and I 
knew that I’d done the 
right thing and hopefully, 
protected another Oak. I 
have spent the last 20 years 
of my life trying to educate 
my neighbors, friends, en¬ 
emies and anyone that 
would listen about the hor¬ 
ticultural requirements of 
the Oaks and the need to 
protect these gentle gipnts. 
We do not own these trees, 
at most we are short time 
guardian and care givers. 
These trees were alive her 
before anyone of our an¬ 
cestors even thought about 
immigrating. Some of 
these trees were alive at the 
very founding of this coun¬ 
try. 

The Declaration of In¬ 
dependence talks about 
Laws of Nature and Na¬ 
ture’s God. I didn’t see any 
thing about private proper¬ 
ty rights. In the preamble 
of the Constitution of the 
United States, it states that 
this country was founded 
to promote the General 
Welfare. I don’t see any 
mention of private proper¬ 
ty rights. I know the peo¬ 
ple of Sierra Madre are 
better than this. I know 
they love their trees. Are 
we willing to safe guard 
them for the future gener¬ 
ations? This is our moral 


responsibility. We are talk¬ 
ing of so few trees and yet 
their existence is so pro¬ 
found that I am.having a 
difficult time understand¬ 
ing the kind of mind set 
involved denying their 
protection. Comparing 
God’s creation with purple 
houses is absurd. At least 
when we compare apples 
and oranges they are both 
fruit! 

We are designated wild¬ 
life sanctuary, but how can 
we truly be one without 
providing for their habitat? 
Sunset magazine in, 1990, 
published an article dis¬ 
cussing the doomed fate of 
the Oak trees. “Prior to 
1850, the Oak was the 
principal tree in the ripari¬ 
an woodland that covered 
as much as a million acres 
of interior valley floor. 
Today, only about 10,00 
acres (1 %) of this national 
oak woodland remains. 
The outlook for the Engel- 
man Oak is also grim. Its 
historic Southern Califor¬ 
nia range is one of the fast¬ 
est developing regions in 
the nation. Scientist be¬ 
lieve that wild populations 
of Blue, Engelman and 
Valley Oaks are now seri¬ 
ously threatened.” Who 
are we to condemn them to 
extinction? 

Pam Maich an ecologist 
at the University of Irvine 
states, “[The] Oaks regen¬ 
erate only under a combi¬ 
nation of specific condi¬ 
tions, conditions that may 
occur only a few times a 
century. If habitat change 
has removed even one fac¬ 
tor, oak woodlands could 
be in seridus trouble.” 

Isn’t the Tree of Life a 
universal symbol and rep-

continue infrastructure and 
community redevelop¬ 
ment plans,” he elaborat¬ 
ed. He disagreed with an 
overemphasis of the 
downtown area, which he 
said is “doing extremely 
well.” Lambdin also point¬ 
ed out that Sierra Madre’s 
revenue sources are static, 
and noted the need to seek 
out additional monies for 
the City. 

“This is a unique year in 
Sierra Madre,” said 
George Maurer. “We have 
never had so little experi¬ 
ence remain on the City 
Council.” Maurer noted 
that even should incum¬ 
bent Jim Hester be reelect¬ 
ed, the total years of Coun¬ 
cil experience would only 
total eight for the three 
Councilmembers remain¬ 
ing. Maurer also noted that 
City staff was compara¬ 
tively new, with little Sier¬ 
ra Madre experience 
among many department 
heads. “I have been deep¬ 
ly involved in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre for 35 years in the 
downtown area, said Mau¬ 
rer, who then proceeded to 
use up almost his entire 
remaining time ennumer- 
ating his years of local ser¬ 
vice and experience. 

Maurer was a volunteer 
firefighter for 18 years, an 
emergency medical tech¬ 
nician for 14 years, a 27- 
year resident, a two-year 
Planning Commissioner, a 
founding member of the 
Mountain Conservancy, a 
former Mayor, has spent 
eight years on the City 
Council, eight years with 
Kiwanis, 10 years with the 
Chamber of Commerce, 
10 years with the Home¬ 
owners/Residents Associ¬ 
ation, and I think I wasn’t 
writing quickly enough; I 
may have even left some¬ 
thing out. “I have a good, 
solid background, and I 
would like to go back on 
the City Council and make 
that background available 
to the City,” Maurer con¬ 
cluded. 


Rob Stockly, as Mem¬ 
bership Chair for the Rota¬ 
ry Club, joked that he had 
the “home field advan¬ 
tage,” in speaking last. He 
also noted that one of his 
supporters ribbed him 
about always throwing 
quotations in with his 
speeches, so of course, he 
did just that, saying, ‘Tip 
O’Neill used to say ‘All 
politics are local.’ That’s 
never more true than in 
Sierra Madre.” Stockly 
added, “When we all talk, 
we agree on a lot of things. 
We agree that fiscal re¬ 
sponsibility is important. 
When you go knocking on 
doors, you get asked, 
‘Why should I vote for 
you?’ and the more doors 
you knock on, the more 
time you have to think 
about that question.” 

For himself, Stockly 
sees the answer to that 
question as ‘business ex¬ 
perience.’ “I’ve been a 
banker for 17 years. A big 
part of that job is taking 
care of other people’s 
money,” Stockly said. 
“People come up to you 
with a lot of interesting 
ideas, but the thing is, it’s 
not your money.” Stockly 
stated that he had devel¬ 
oped a view of the genuine 
responsibility that it is to 
look over those funds. “On 
April 14th, I would like 
you to cast one of your 
three votes for me, so I can 
serve the City,” Stockly 
said. 

Aside from a couple of 
informational questions, 
there were two issues 
questions which all of the 
candidates addressed. The 
first, posed by yours tnilji 
focused on where they 
draw the line between rep¬ 
resenting the will of the 
residents of Sierra Madre 
vs. doing what they think 
is best, when their best 
judgment is in conflict 
with a majority of the res¬ 
idents. Answers varied, as 
follows: 

“We have a representa¬ 
tive form of government. 
Part of what you’re voting 


for is a candidate’s views 
and biases. A number of 
times, there will be a pub¬ 
lic outcry, and you have to 
balance the two, but ulti¬ 
mately, you have to be 
comfortable with the deci¬ 
sions you make in your 
own heart.” -Stockly. 

“Rob’s right; it’s a bal¬ 
ancing act. There’s noth¬ 
ing so arrogant as an elect¬ 
ed official who thinks he 
knows everything. When 
you’re on the City Coun¬ 
cil, and 300 or 500 people 
say the same think, you 
have to think that there’s 
something there. It doesn’t 
mean that they’re neces¬ 
sarily right, but there’s 
something there. Any City 
Councilman who doesn’t 
listen to people isn’t doing 
his job.” -Hester. 

“That question gets to 
the Brown act, and how 
you make decisions. On 
the Planning Commission, 
90% of the time, I don’t 
know how I will vote go¬ 
ing into an issue. You have 
to be open and well in¬ 
formed. You also have to 
go through the thought 
process openly.” -Miller 
Fisher. 

“Along those lines, I 
would like to applaud 
Mayor Hester and Mayor 
Pro Tern Hayes for their 
stance regarding the Fam¬ 
ily Ordinance. Mostly, you 
have to listen to people, 
and pay attention.” - 
Brooke. 

“You have to be careful 
and realize that 30-40 or¬ 
ganized people are not 
necessarily reflecting an 
overwhelming community 
sentiment. You have to lis- 
^ten^o'all of'tKe residents. 
It’s also prudent and wise 
to consider every decision 
in the context of potential 
litigation.” -Lambdin. 

“Sierra Madre has al¬ 
ways been a community of 
vocal minorities, but you 
have to take everyone’s 
view into consideration.” - 
Maurer. 

The other question each 
of the candidates ad¬ 
dressed was, “What sourc¬ 


es of significant revenue 
do you sec, without paying 
too much attention to the 
downtown area?” Again, 
answers varied: 

“The downtown area 
needs help with business 
improvements, but I don’t 
think anyone is talking 
about spending huge 
amounts of money down¬ 
town; it’s in pretty good 
shape. We need to look at 
home businesses.” -Miller 
Fisher. 

‘The voters of Califor¬ 
nia over the last 20 years 
have restricted what city 
councils can do to raise 
money, with Propositions 
218, 13, etc. There are not 
too many taxing areas; we 
need other sources, such as 
grants. I’ve been spending 
time in Washington, D.C. 
trying to get money for the 
water system. There is also 
park bond money avail¬ 
able from the County, and 
bond monies available 
from the State. You can’t 
just tax people. The down¬ 
town area is important, 
because it’s the heart and 
soul of the community.” - 
Hester. 

“I can answer that in 
two words, or at least two- 
word solutions: East Mun- 
tecito. Paper Palace. Crys¬ 
tal Farms. We need a plan 
to expand and enhance the 
business district. I have the 
experience in the area of 
business expansion.” - 
Brooke. 

“The downtown are 
generates $175,000. 
That’s not enough to de¬ 
pend on that area; we need 
to focus elsewhere, and 
investigate the idea of hir-

es. We need to look at 
long-term solutions. - 
Lambdin. 

“In the past, we’ve in¬ 
vested very little CRA 
money in the downtown 
area. That’s the reason the 
CRA was created. We 
need to aggressively fund 
investing money, and fur¬ 
nish low interest loans to 


businesses." -Maurer. 

“We need to get differ¬ 
ent parties involved, such 
as the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, in the downtown 
area. In various areas in 
town, there are many peo¬ 
ple who could come to 
shop in Sierra Madre, 
come to our events. We 
could market the vacancies 


we have. Grants are prob¬ 
ably the most viable way 
to get extra money. We 
could hire a person to seek 
them out. Even if he 
brought back only one 
more dollar in grant mon¬ 
ey than we were paying 
him, it would be a good 
investment.” -Stockly.
